The second annual Florida QSO party is now history, and for 
all participants, especially Floridians, it was a tremendous 
success, An examination of the logs reveals that QSOs were 
made in all ARRL sections but KH6 and VE8, plus 27 countries 
on all continents, Entries were up 25%, and scores were markedly 
improved over last year. 

Fone entries were at a minimum, but one outstanding log was 
submitted by K4RQX of Brevard Co., outdistancing all others 
with 16,155 points, Out of state winner was multi-op K9YHB of Ill., 
with 2882 points, tops for both fone and cw entries, 

The CW competition turned into a real fracas, and many Fla. 
ops now know what it’s like to be on the other end of a big pileup. 
Any late entry from a new Fla, county had his hands full! Top 
Fla, man again this year was K4VFY, with 564 QSOs in 55 sec-

COOPERATIVE AGREEMENT 


(A Joint Statement by W4IRA, W40VE, W4MLE and W4IYT, W4- 
RKH, and K4SJH) 


Some doubt has been expressed recently on the air and at the 
Orlando Hamfest about continued cooperation of the Florida Side- 
banders’ Emergency Net with the ARPSCE mergency Communica- 
tions Plan for Florida, A meeting was held at Orlando Sunday, 
May 1, 1966, to discuss these doubts and the problems they 
raised, The following persons attended the meeting:

We are unanimously agreed on the following statement of 
results of the discussion and affirm this understanding as the 
basis for future working relationships involving FSBEN and the 
ARPSC. 

(1) FSBEN is affiliated with and supported by the Florida 
Sidebanders’ Association, 

(2) FSBEN has voluntarily participated in the ARPSC emer- 
gency system as Net Charlie and will continue to do so in the 
future, coordinating with the SECs of Eastern and Western Flor- 
ida, in accordance with the Florida ARPSC Plan of Emergency 
Communication, Net Charlie (FSBEN) will function under the 
direct supervision of the FSBEN manager and the net controls 
he appoints, 

(3) Net Charlie (FSBEN) will handle all formal traffic offered 
it, in accordance with the precedences assinged by the origin- 
ating stations, regardless of the agency or the individual of or- 
igination or address, 

(4) The SECs recognize the independence of FSBEN and welcome

Read 
carefully and pass along your thoughts on the subject to her 
and the ARRL N.E.C.) 


The problem of clearing traffic to countries who have third 
party agreements with the United States leads me to believe 
that you have not considered the possiblity of the skilled 
group of specialists who make up the DX segment of the 
amateur service. I am certain that with some minor changes 
in the NTS procedures to make traffic more attractive to 
them, and the organization of a restricted net on 20 meters, 
with a distinctive name, such as ‘International Net” (INN), 
as well as some additional incentives, there would be little 
trouble in recruiting their assistance to solve this problem 
that so plagues NTS. 

It is well known that DX people probably boast the most 
historic background of all amateurs. I refer to the Marconi 
DX-pedition of 1901, and the equally famous one Paul Godley 
made with the outstanding first transatlantic message, re- 
ceived there from 1BCG. It is only natural then, that the 
present day DX group would want to follow this great tra- 
dition, and where better than on an international net, where 
other amateurs, as well as the ranks of the SWLs could 
monitor their dedicated public service being maintained 
before the world as an audience. 

There would be, of course, need to change the system of 
checking into the net with member stations listing the 
countries needed first, and the traffic to be cleared, second. 
This would eliminate any possible duplication of contacts, 
In all cases the term “QSL”? would have a dual meaning: 
the time honored ‘‘message received’? of course, but also 
would be a ‘Scouts Honor’? promise to send that very im- 
portant’confirmation of the contact. 

The relay system would also need some modification, 
As example , suppose a K6 checks in with traffic for Hon- 
duras, The net control, guided by the list of countries need- 
ed, sees instantly that the K6 does not need Honduras but 
does need Liberia, and that Liberia needs both Quebec and 
Honduras. It would be quite easy to set up a version of 
baseball’s double play, and have the traffic relayed from 
California, to Liberia, to Quebec to Honduras, This could 
become a very attractive practice, one that could be adopted 
for the foreign stations checking into INN who would like 
certain Canadian provinces, or states, for their wave or 
WAS, In time, I am sure it would lead to a similar procedure 
on the lower NTS frequencies towards WAS contacts, or even 
worked all counties, The desirability of this procedure will 
be apparent to you, 

I suggest also that there be a relaxation of the rigid NTS 
policy of 365-Days-per-year-no-holidays-no-days-off for 
this very specialized group, And that during W/VE and Dx 
contests, and similar activities there be nothing in the 
traffic line at all, rather all the traffic going to INN from 
NTS lower levels, be held until the Net is opened after 
important events are concluded, 

It might be well to consider an additional 20-minute per- 
iod following the formal handling of traffic in the net, so that 
net members might be able to receive reports from one 
another, and possibly stand by for others who might check 
in at this time for the contact period. The checking in at 
this time would, of course be for DX stations only, and the 
frequency limited to net members only, so that just any- 
one could not take advantage of this public service to in- 
crease their DX the quick and dirty way. 

I further suggest awards to indicate the activity of this 
special group. Their BPL card could be changed to BPL Dx, 
There might even be a special DX award based on this 
activity alone ‘‘DXCC/Tic’’, Here too, is an opportunity to 
have a WAS/Tic award, with possibly a WAS/BPL sticker, 
This might make the net more appealing, Even the medallion 
could easily be modified to suit the identity of the net and its 
participating membership with, possibly, a band, or bar, 
inclining to the left of the device, bearing the inscription 
“DX”, 


DAWN 
BREAKER 
EMERGENCY

Win WA4COR, was NCS on 
the Tropical Phone Net (3945) 
on Friday June 3 when W6LCD/ 
MM broke with an emergency 
call at 2220 GMT, It developed 
that Don (W6LCD) and four oth- 
er people were aboard the 41 ft, 
trimaran sailing yacht Dawn 
Breaker lost somewhere west of 
Naples in the Gulf. They left 
Tarpon Springs Wednesday in 
rough weather and had an el- 
ectrical failure Thursday, With 
dead batteries the Dawn Break- 
er could not use the engine or 
power the marine radio aboard 
for a fix, and they were drifting 
SW with a sea anchor out, W6- 
LCD/MM used a sideband rig 
and a small AC generator for 
power. All net stations stood 
by to help relay, and W4SMK 
called Ft, Myers Coast Guard 
who dispatched a private boat 
from Naples to the approximate 
location, The Naples boat was 
unable to locate them and turn- 
ed back at dark in the choppy 
seas of 6-8 ft, 

Meantime other amateurs ar- 
rived on frequency including W- 
4DLN who phone patched in the 
Coast Guard officer at the lar- 
ger St, Pete station, They dis- 
patched aCost Guard searesuce 
patched a Cost Guard sea res- 
cue aircraft, and WA4IUO, Gato, 
came on frequency directly 
frgm C. G. Headquarters to 
direct the search, 3945 Ke, 
was monitored from the plane, 
and with numerous relays from 
hams around the state the yacht 
was located by air at about 0200 
FMT. Jack WA4WYL at Mara- 
thon was most helpful in relay- 
ing W6LCD/MM sinceskip con- 
ditions had faded him out at 
Ft, Myers and St. Pete. 

At 0240 GMT Ft. Myers Coast 
Guard sent a 40 ft. cutter tothe 
area which was about 16 miles 
west and south of Naples. The 
cutter arrived to assist the 
yacht at 0520 GMT with W4TUB 
and WA4WYL still relaying for 
the Coast Guard since the mar- 
ine band had heavy WRN. The 
Dawn Breaker was then towed 
to Naples for repairs. So once 
again it was the U.S, Coast 
Guard and amateur radio to the 
rescue. All those who assisted 
by relaying, keeping the fre- 
quency clear, and just quietly 
monitoring are thanked, Be- 
sides those calls already men-

Why be a DX hog? Thereare 
still many areas of the world 
which are hard to workbecause 
only one or two operators are 
available to dish it out, Some 
of them do a wonderful job 
even though they do not get much 
help from some of the rest of us, 
When a DX station makes it 
known that he doing everything 
he can to see that as many as 
possible be allowed to contact 
his country we should help as 
much as possible, There are a 
few operators who insist on 
hampering such operations by 
calling everytime they hear this 
station on the air. These are 
frequently those who could work 
the station anytime they please, 
In other words ‘‘the big boys’’. 
Many more could have achance 
if it werenot for these few oper- 
ators. I donot meantopreclude 
old friends getting together on 
the air to talk about old times, 
the family, or what have you. 
Certainly if a DX station wants 
to talk to afriend he should have 
every opportunity to do so. The 
operators I speak of are those 
who call in to get a signal re- 
port to see if it is any different 
than yesterday. Nine times out 
of ten it won’t be. 

It doesn’t take a good oper- 
ator long to find out how his 
station stacks up against the 
rest of the gang. If you are 
one S-unit below the average 
into the Pacific today you willbe 
one S-unit down tomorrow, the 
next day and the next day. If 
you are one S-unit better (these 
are the guys to watch) you will 
likewise be better tomorrow. 
Every now and then you will 
catch the QSB on the upswing 
for your QSO and you will appear 
to have gained an S-unit or two. 
Good operators are not taken in 
by this. As I said, they know 
their equipment and they are not 
fooled by freak conditions, good 
or bad, It must be the S-meter 
ego that drives us to do things 
like this for there is no other 
explanation, Why don’t we all 
help out and give some of the 
others a chance. They may not 

even have one kilowatt much 
less three or four kilowatts,

With the ‘‘workhorse” fre- 
quency of 7380 KC no longer 
available for Navy MARS use,
